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POPE’S DECREE 


111 Regard to Beginning of 
New Century. 


Believes Century Does Not Be­ 
gin Until 1901. 


Grand Rapids, Dec. 20 —Letters are 
beinfif sent out from the residence of 
Bishop Richter to the various priests 
of the diocese of Grand Rapids, trans­ 
mitting to them the decree of Pope Leo 
XIII., on the coming “holy year.” 
Pastors are instructed to publish the 
decree to the faithful in the diocese. 
The decree was received in this coun­ 
try by Archbishop Martinelli, apos­ 
tolic delegate at Washington, and was 
sent by him to the bishops of the 
United States. The decree itself, as 
sent out to the bishops and priests, is 
in Latin. 


The pope, 
while granting permis­ 
sion for midnight masses at the open­ 
ing and closing of the coming year, 
leaves the application of the permission 
to the bishops. 
In this diocese the 
bishop leaves to the discretion of the 
^pri,ests the 
use of 
the privilegus 
granted in the decree. 


The decree of the pope sets forth 
very clearly his belief ihaL the twen­ 
tieth century begini^ .January 1, 1!»U1, 
and not January 1, 1!»U0. as was (3rron- 
eously stated in a WashiutiLon di^palch 
recently. 


A translation of the decrt-e which is 
being sent to priests of this diocese to­ 
day is as f(>llowïé: 


•‘It is most be<i' niing that we w.o 
are about to celebrate the cotuineitcu- 
nient of the iioly yt-ar, happüy pro­ 
claimed by our Holy b'ather Leo X I11, 
should, in the depth of nigni, r.i^e lo 
greet the Author of time and, pros­ 
trate before Bis altars, to olTer ihc 
most a>u;eptable VicLitn. who i= the 
Immaculate Latnb, a.ssistin^r ^.1 tijc 
sacred banquet;, so ihat ai this most 
opportune time we juay liud the a>^*is- 
tance of Uis grace and mercy: 
‘Kor 
our salvation is nearer, 
iiehoid now ir- 
the acceptable time: behold now is the 
day of salvation.’ And if the iiingdom 
of heaven, which .s the Church on 
earth, is likened to the ten virgins go­ 
ing forth to meet the liridegrootn, eact\ 
one of us may, on the occasion of this 
soiemn festivity, eon.sidcr more atten­ 
tively these sacred words: 
‘Tritn your 
lamps: for behold the 
Bridegroom 
cometh; go ye forth to meet him/

worst form and is simply a notice that 
th e aristocrats of the state cannot af­ 
ford to allow the common people to 
govern themselves or even have a voice 
in the affairs of the slate. 
If the 
Amendment is a bad thing it will be 
easy to defeat it by showing the voters 
th e evils that will follow its adoption.
